Doubtlcfs, the ancient R^mmu.'^ho brought the 
^reateft part of the World under their Power^ 
(hun^d all Fineneffrs in Diet and jtppsrel, <ill fuch 
rime as their Manners were debauched , and theic 
Empin in its Decline, Oar Annals record,That when • 
Sultan Sehtn hy down with his Army before acer* 
rain Place, and the Governor of the Town fent 
Ctrnmiffimtrs to treat with him about a Surrender; 
they found him at Dinner,which confjftsd only of 
two or three Oniws^ a little Salt and Bread, 

iSJfmiis alfo relate of the faithful Omar^ Succeffir

But I was teUing thee how great a Bungler I was- 
•t firft in all the drnmrna and Manuirs of the 
ItmJu^ which differ from thofe of the Eafi. I was 
much tm feek in my Addrefs as an Jfs would be 
to {rfay on a Zjtfr, according ro the R$msm Prnterhi 
Yet Time and PraAice reodtrM all thele Things 
familiar and eafie. Now» methinks, Tm a thorow- 
p«c*d Ka\Mfmt as to my bLterionr I go to the 
Cinrt, and xhiTemfks with as^ much Teeming For- 
aiality as the Chriftimu , whilft God knows, my^ 
Heart is fbmewhete elfe. All my A£kions are out 
of their natural Byaf^, fo long as I am abfent from 
ihc Society of 7Wm Btlievert. 
' In a word, Fm forced to imitate the Fwt which 
Creature, when it is environed with Hmufmn s^nd 
Itef , counterfeits a Barking like the latter, and (b 
panes undifcovetM for one of their GMSpaoy^ 

Farisj }•* 9fthe p* HAm, 
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7t the Reis EfTendi , or Principal Seacti 
of the Ottoman Empire.

I Am at this Time poflrefs^d with more Ap| 
henfions and Jealoufies, than an old h^idel L 
rer. My Lodging affe& me with greater Mel 
choly^ than would a Prifon. And my Uneafii 
is the fame when I go ont of Door.*. Every B< 
that meets me, looks either as my Accuferqt 
Judge : And fome appear as terrible as Executim 
By Day, my Imagination torments me like a 
ry ; and by Nighr, I am afFrighted with Mel 
choly ytjms* I dream of nothing but Ra< 
Wheels, Saws, Gibbets* and fuch like Inflrumc 
of humane Cruelty* Or that I am in fome d 
Dungeon, condemned to more Unruf&table 1 
tures, by Order of the State ; -wixh CMr'dinal Ma 
rim, fitting by me like a Spamjh In^fier, and 
the moft Tyrannical Manner, threatning me ^ 
Fains, to which the Dmmid themfelves are whc 
Strangers, if I will not confefs what lam, and 
veal the Secrets with which I am entruftd. 

The occafion of thcfe Terrors which harafs 
Night and Day, is this : I have for four or i 
Days together, found my felf doggM up \ 
down ^aTi$^ by a Man whole Face I never 1 
before in my Life. Let me go where I « 
he*s always fome diftancefrom me. If I ftand ( 
(b does he : Or if I turn back he\ quickly at 
Heels. I have endeavout'd by aN the prudent f 
thodsl could take to drop him in the Crow\ 
People, or in the Churches : £uc all in vain ; 
« ftill I^eiicponter with thc/ame Face. He pur( 
me like my Shadow. Neither Coach nor Boat,L 
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or Waters Houfe or Alley, can refcue me from the ' 
Fe]low*s Eyes , who is more quick (ighted than 
jfrptf, and nimbler than Mtnmry, He is very con? 
ning alio in this Bufioefsjand as dextrous as a Jag- * 
ler, conveying himfelf when he pleafes out of my- 
fight; yet prefently after, fae*s in view again. 
And if I chanct to k>fe him in the dark , I am ^ 
fare to find him not far from my Lodging next 
Morning. 

This is it which gives me fo much Difturbanoei • 
and pierces me tirithii thouiand Anxieties ; For I 
know not what to conjefture of this Fellow's De- - 
fign. Sometimes I think he is employed by CsrMwsl 
MmstM to watch my Motions , oblerve what 
Houfes and Company I frequent, and trace me in ' 
all my Appqtotments. And I am the more coa**^ 
firm*d in this Sufpicion, when I refled on my for* 
mer Imprifonment in this City, and the Occafioo 
oir it. Befides, when I went Yefterday to fee Slism. 
ibim the Jew , this Spark followed me near to the 
Door: And tho' I tarried there two full Hours,- ^ 
yet when I caifle out, I had not walked a-hundred 
Paces , before I faw him again^ footing it aftet 
me in a carelefs manner , with his Arms folded, 
and his Eyes fix*d on the Ground , as if he knew 
nothing of the Matter. Thefe are convincing Cir« ^ 
camftances,that he is fet at Work by the Cardmtlj 
oc feme Body dfe, to difcover my fiufinefs. 

Bnt when on the other fide, I confider, that if 
the CsrMmal fufpefied me, he might go a nearer 
Way to Work,and feize me in my Chamber, wbera r 
my - Letters would betray me ; this Thought va- 
oifhes, and I am at a Lofs what to think. 

Then comes into my Mind the Encounter I had 
once with my Sieili/m Maftor , who (ht)ve ro fee ^ 
the Rabble upon me in the Streets of Paris , but 
my better Stmrt deliveredme out of .his and their - •

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Hands » whilft, for ought I know, he drew upon 
himfelf the Mifchief he defignM for me. Howeverj 
when I rcficfi on that Pai&ge, I am apt to thiol 
be may be now in Pmnt^ and having by fome Acci 
dent leen me go in or out at my Lodging, con< 
ttives how to revenge himfelf on mc, and ufes thii 
Eellow*s Aflifiance in compaffing his Ends. Per« 
baps, think I, he will caufe me to be ibbM or pi- 
Ibl^d at fome convenient Seafon ; Or he will find 
out fome other Way » left ooifie and more malici' 
oot to difpatch me. It may be he feeks to entrap 
m^ and render me obnoxious to the State. I have 
t tmnifand Imaginations about it, and know nol 
what to oondude, I value not my felf, nor am 1 
Ctteful to prolong a miferable Life for my ewr 
fake. All that I can hope to enjoy in this Woi Id 
would Gome far Chort of tenopcing me to &kreer 
my felf fromtheStroakof Death, byanA&iofl 
unworthy of a Philolbpher> and a Man. But the 
Puty and Aff«Qion I owe to the Grand Signiar^t 
Service, makes me willing to live , till I have ac 
quitt«l my felf of my Prminci with perfeQ Sue 
cefs, that fo I may return to Cmfimaimfle witt 
Honour. And then I care not how foon I poft t( 
that unknown Worldi where all the Generation! 
of Mortals take up their eternal Reft : For in thii 
tbere*$ nothing but Labour and Grief. 

In the mean time, I know not what ConduS U 
nfe in this Emergency. ; Whether Td beft to fpeal 
Ip this F<ellow, or diiTemble my Sufpicion ; Whe 
ther it will befafe to truft this Event to the gene 
tal Providence , or to facrifice him that gives m< 
fa much Difquiet, and fo fecure my Peace* 1 
cpnld ealiiy have him difpatchM without any far 
ther Noife. . But then my Confcience wcwld trcu< 
Ue me with after-Glaps , left I (hould have mur 
itierM a Mao without- Reafon , which is e» 
ftfflWyfoibid.t^. the i&ir«ir« Bcfides, I fliotiic 

always 
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always ftand b f«ar of fome Difboverv ; I proteft^ 
lam at a Lofi fbf want of ample loitru&ions in 
fnch Oi(es as tb^e. And lam weary of mcntioDing 
what I have fo often intimated already to the illf* 
mfiers of tiie Firu without any direft Anfwer. 
However, I will do what my Reafon fnggeftsianci ^ 
leave the Event to Vefiiny,

Of late Years there are a fort of People fprung 
up in &glmtd^ iUUtmd, Gisrmanyy and other Parts cf 
the Ntrtb, boafting of a new Cvmmiffim gWtn them 
from Hisvm^ to preach the EverUffing Truth, re- 
form the Errors and Vices of Mankind , and lead 
People the only infallible Way to Happinefs.Their 
Addrefs is plain and (tmpic, bold and uniform, u* 
(ing no other Ceremonies or Compliments in their 
Dircoarfe or Carriage to Perfons of the greateft 
Q^tslitf, than to the Vulgar^ and thofe of the moft- 
i^feriour Rank.

They fay the Rhig^ leader of this People, profef- 
fcshinirelf to be the Mif^j/, being in all P^rts of 
Ins Body, and Featurts of hb Face like Jefm the 
Son ofMMwy : Of at Itaft 'tis obferv'd , That he

When he travels, his Dtfcifles attend him bai^ 
headed,(«rhich,thou knoweft, is a Token of Reve- 
rence among the Frsnks) yec they never uncovei 
any. other Mortd. He rides on Hocfeback, whilfl 
thty- walk on Foot before;, behind^ and on each 
lids of htms fpreading their Garments in the wav 
through which he paffes. The Hoofs of bis Beafl 
tread only on Silks or other Coftiy Stoffi. And as 
they enter into any Town or City, they Cbaunt 
aloud his Praifes, proclaiming him the S9n.(£ Ds: 
*oid, and Htir of the Divine Prgipifes, 

All his FeSovers pretend to be Pr9pheU» boaftjQg 
of firange Illaminations and Raptures, focetelj- 
ing Things tocome,and teproaching the Vices of 
Gttvemourf and the Greateft PrincHtViiih a BoUnefs 
which has but few Precedents. In a word, they 
every where preach) That God is laying: the Foun- 
dation of a New Mtnsrehj, which ihall deft^uoy all 
the Reft in the World 9 and (ball Jiever have an 
End it felf. 

This gives a Jealoiifie to the States where they 
live, and therefore they 4re peifccuted in all Pla- 
ces. Yet they appear very conftant in their Suf- 
feringsand tenacious of the DeBrines they pcoicb* 

They teem, in my Opinion,ro refembie one of 
our Muffuimans SeBs, who aflert, That Jefut the 
Sen of Mary {hall return ^gain upon Earth : That 
be fhall Marry and beget Children, be Anointed 
King of the Nations who believe- in One Ged^ and ia 
this Glorious State fhall reign Forty Yearf. After 
which he (hall fobdue Antichrifi^ and then ihall 
follow the DiiTolution of all Things. Yet the Ortho' 
dox Believers rejeQ this Tenet as Fabulous. Neither 
is there any Countenance given to it in that Ferfitle 
of the jilaran, wheve it is faid> Heii Mahomet jbals 
fee thy Lord return in the Cknds : Since that on* 
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ly intimates the Glorious Dofcent which hiofes, Je* 
fitf and Mahnief (hall make from Para^fe, with £• 
fuch, EliMti and the one hundred twenty four thou- 
fand ProfhetSj to aflemble the EkCt at the Day of 
Judimenf. 

IF thou would^ft have my Opinion of thefe new 
ReUgimiflsm Eur9pe,9Liii their Leader ; I take him 
to be an Jbnfftw, and his PolUwtrs to be either 
Fools or Mad- Men. Even juft fuch another Crew, 
as thofe who followed hkjeileima , in the Days of 
our Holy Law Giver, This was an ArMb'tan Impo- 
fitr^ who pretended to fet up for a Prophet^ and at- 
tempted to compofea fM^like the ^csran. But he 
was infatuated with a vain Arrogance, and there 
was no Truth or Elegance in his IVritings, no Ju- 
ftice on his Side, nor Underfianding in him or his 
Party. To be fhort, both he and they were all cue 
to pieces in the Vale of j^kreb, by the Troops of 
Am Bacrofadi€, the fiTtiCaiUfh. 

As to thefe Modern Seduetrs^ they are not Men 
of AtmSy but a Herd of Silly, Indgnificant People, 
aiming rather to heap up Riches in Obfcurity.thaa 
to acquire a Fame by any Heroick Undertaking*

In a 
word, they are Angularly Induftrious, fparing no 
Labour or Pains to encreafe their'Wealth ; and fo 
fubtle and inventive, that they wouM if pofllble) 
extrad Gold out of Aflies. I know none that ex- 
cel thtm in thefe CharaQers, but the Jew and the 
BiRf^im; /The former being theCraftieft of all Men, 
and the latter (b fuperlatively cunning, that they 
will ovep-reach the DeviU 

But thefe are no Signs of a pure Religion ; For 
tbic only^ prefcribes the Methods of withdt&>NAT\^ 
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an4 fepantiag the Soul from the Conragi< 
earthly ThiagSyand of anitiDg it to the Dft^;^ 
k its Smrfe.

TheSubje&of his N/^c/iii^/«if, was to treat of 
a Mutth between the Sng his Maftir.ond the hfttita 
tXSfmn, Hb Condud and Addrefs were fuch^ as 
fibon procured the Cj/l>#/ifiiSiaf^%Confent: And 
from that Time the MuryZtW approached the bfunts 
with more than ordinary !>ubmiflions, eftt^ming 
her now as the Qtum of Bounce. Soon after this, 
the Si^tislCoutraB , and the Pesce were mutually 
figD*dy to the ifflfflenfe Joy of the SuhjeBs of both 
fides, who were very glad to exchange the Toils 
and Calamities of ^^T, for the Sweets and Profit 
of Peau, 

It will be be needlefs to infert here all the ^n* 
dij on which they agreed.Two wilj be worth the 
Knowledge of the Supreme Divmt: And thofe are, 
the Releafe of Ckurles Duke of lAmUn^ on the Sfu* 
mjk Xtu^^ fide ; And on the Part of the Ktng of 
^mK^ the Reftauration of the Prince of Condt to 
the free Pofieflion and Enjoyment of all his £{lates» 
Honours, Dignities and Privileges, as the firft 
Prince of the Reyal Bloody with the Givemment of 
the 9rK9imif of Bourgofine and Brefo.

can call their own : Condemned, hated, and made 
a Frmerhial Scoff among all Nations : Infamous 
Vagabondst Ufurerst Slaves, and Pimp> toother

Finally, in their prtfent Circuni(^ance;» the moft 
Spurious and Ignoble of all the Sons of jidam, ex- 
cept the Kafars of Ethiopia^ who feed on the Guts 
and Duvg of Beap. 

'Tis true Indeed ihtxx ]/incefiors made a Confide- 
rahle Figure in the Woild in the Days o^ Solomon 
and other Viftorious Kings, during their PoffefGor 
of Palefiiui, And yet in thofe vciy Times, the^ 
were often humbled and led away into CMftiwtj 
by the more Fortunate Kings of Babylon, Perfi 
and ^JyrtM, and afterwaids fubduM by. the Grei 
sms ; till sit laft they were totally Ruined, their C 
tiesUiA Wafte, their Temple burnt to Albes, a 
their Country quite difpeopled by the Romans i 

If we afcend yet higher to their Celebrated 
gratioH out of Egypt^ of which their own Hiftor, 
make fuch a Noife, and tell fo many Fabulous W 
ders. We fliall find a very Mean and Contenr 
ble Charafler given of *cm by Egyptian Wt\ 
-•''J fhofc other Nations^ Men of as great At 
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rity/as Jf/epbts, or any orbec Jewijh Hijlortan. Mm* 
Hirh$s. a Priefi of Egypt, calls •cm a Crew. of Uprous 
and Njiftjf Peoplt, and fayc) they were expeird the 
Comtry by. dmen$pbis.xhcn Reigning;, and driVen in* 
to Syria ; ^heir Caftsin being hitfis^ an Egyftt- 
mi PfUJi. A tike Relation we have from Chare* 
«»#»» an ^Ai^ibr of good Credit among the Greeks^ 
who tells us, That in ths Reign §f Amcnophis^'iytO 
Hundred and Fifty Thoufand Upers were forcibly 
banifliM out of ^ypf^ under the Conduft of 27- 
fabin and Petefitb f i.e. Mofes and Aarm ) And tho' 
othev Writers differ in the if arm of the H^ng thrn 
Reigning in Hyp^ yet all agree in aflcFting the 
Jfisiiites to \k a Nafty Sort of People, ovcfiim 
with Scah and JnfeB'tem Bvlst and that th^y ^^ tn/^ 
efteem'd the &i0ii and Ftltb of the tJathn. Tacitus, t 
Rumtm flt^ril«r.of Unqueftionable Aurharity ; adds 
That A^ye/. one of the ExiPd Lepers ^ being a Man 
of Wit and Reputation among th<fm, when he 
faw the Grief and Confulion of his Brethren, bid 
them be of good Cheery and neither truft the Gods 
or Men of Vgypt, but only confide in him^and obey 
his Counfel : For that he was fent from Heaven 
to be their Cmduiiw our of this Calamity, and to 
Pcore£^ rhem from all their Enemies. Upon which 
the PetpU not knowing what Courfe to take, fur- 
rendred themfelves wholly to his Dirpofal. from 
which time he became their C/ipr^i/v and Lawgiver^ 
leading them through theP«/0rr/of ^r^^/j^where 
they committ«d great Rapine and Sp )i), putting 
Man, Woman and Child to the Sword, burning 
theit Cities, and laying all things defolare.

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He Was bnr a hkrtd as well as I ; and without 
doubt, was not exempt from Humane Frailties. He 
had the Advantage to be Educated in the dUtgi of 
the Rtyal Prhft at Me?fiphis, which none of his So* 
tim could boaft of be^des bimfe]f,Su&r me to tell 
thee my Thoughts frankly ,and without Difguifj&i

Jfears in Foteign CMfff/, and has heard of as many 
everal Alterations in the Stare of his IMmimow du- 
ring his Abfence) eveiy Change producing a New 
Ar» ofGovimmatt, The ReMs bad run over all 
AtifitelisPUitisks, and the Various MMsoi Plst^ 
and other PhiUfifbers^ who treated of Cofmum- 
wedihi^ to find out fuch Psttems as heflf fuited 
with the Neceflities and Genim of that Ugt'tm, 
There is not a Sfiths of ArtfttcvMcy, Detnocrscy and 
0/l^j»vi6/, which they did not put in Pra&ice to fup- 
^t the Ftmm of t hat Grwmmenf^ w hofe Bsfi they 
Itad lemovM ; for it was founded oh a MmMtcby of 
ft kmg and Hereditary Defcent.

ty i^Ai was in Labour with a Prtmi, has Some« 
thing in it Extraordinary « and full of Promi/ing 
Circumftances.It was an Appearance of this Nature 
which rendered the Birth ot the Mijpsi fo Dluftri- 
ousytbo^ otherwife obfcure enough ; when the Em- 
fiem Msgi, diiefied hy fuch a 5rjr,came and found 
Msiy the Mother of ?#/«/ in a Stahli^ and the/«< 
fmt Frifket lying in a Manger , inftead of a Cradle. 
So we are told9 That EcHpfes of the Sun portend 
the Misfortune or Death of Grest Perfmngts ; and 
that aH other Pr#i%/>/,whether in Hemftnot Esrrfk^ 
have their proper Signification. 

But whether tbefe Obfervarions be ttue or no^ 
*ti$ certain this late baniflied Prince^h returned with 
Abaodince of Splendor and Advantage to his 
Nitive Royal Pbfleflions.And I thought it would 
be a Grand Neglefi in me, to let one Poft-Day 
pa(s9 before I gave thee an Account of a Rev$ltt* 
/ia« fo aftonifhing to all Europe, and which is like 
to give a New Turn to the AfFaitt of mcil C/^ri'

Whilft rhefe Difturbimtes laftcd , the Mmts were 
expeird cur ofSpain^to fhe number of fix hundred 
thoufand. Part of thoft who livM towud the Mf« 
ritime Coafts, wtnt by Sea into yffn'ck. The Rcfl-, 
uhofe Residence was fanhtt within Land, fought 
1 Paffige over the Pyren^an Mcunrains , and io 
through the Southern Pr§virkes of Fi'ance ; offering a 
DHfat a H^ad to the Kf« Rcj of Nsvarre^ for their 
Qfe ConduQ. He, out of Curiofiry coming to fee

Which occadoned all 
Perple ro ridicule the Vice-Rifs EaHnefs , and to 
call hiouthe Friend of the Gibhnites. 

I Chould appear too partial in reflefiing Satyri*

If thoa would*ft know, how the Duh of Lidm 
obtaioM the King^s Favour, it was by Ingratitude 
For, when he and his Brother were firft brought 
to Ciurt, they were both fo poor, that they bad 
but one Cloak between ^em ; and for that Reafoi; 
could not go abroad togethe/. Yet being rccom- 
mended to the Khig by a certain Mlemrni for ex- 
cellent Fslhurs , they were received into Favour.

Then fucceeded Cjfrdinai RickUeu in the Chief 
A^mftry ; of whom I have fsid a great deal in my 
former Letters to the Grandees of the Port^ and 
thou wilt find them in the RegiJIer, I will now 
add, what I never mentioned before ; That he wa5 
very Ambitious to be thought a good Judge ol 
Ferji, He gave to one P9ef, for a witry Conceit 00 
his Cost of jfrmsi two thoufand Secfuins, tho**twas 
but a yaji of Seven fTortb.

And fjmetimes he was^ambitious to 
be thought a good Cwk. Once he made a great Vafty 
with his own Hands , filling it with ytnifm only 
fit for the Mouths of hfidels^ viz. The FIcfli of 
D$gs, twelves and F9xes,vriih other Abominable Ani* 
malt, of which it is not lawful for a TVive Bditvtr to 
tafte. This he caufed to be ferved up to a Table at 
a Ftsft which he made to fome of his C^tns^ who 
to Honour the ^/«/s Handy- work , cat greedily 
of the horrid Dijh , and highly praifed bis Skill ; 
whilft he diverted himfelf with laughing at them. 
He ^ad many other fuch Freaks as thtfe, which 
rendered him contemptible and ridiculous to the 
Grsndees of bis Kingdm. In a Word, he was more 
reverenced Abroad, than at Home. And thii vhks 
owing to the GonduQ of Cardinal ^chlieu ; who 
was juftly cftecmed the very Genius oiFranse.

Imoweft works half the Cure in many Difttmpers. 
rhe Pritfis ftand by the IQng, whilft he tQUches

)eflows a Piece of God on every one whom he

This ht^ been the Lot of dl hly Men and 
ArMi#/, to be envied and afpers'd by the GrsmUts 
of me Ifailiii and ^1 wherein they tfv*d : Besaafe 
they boldly reprovM their Vices, and taudit them 
the fincere Manms of Vertue both by Word and 
Eample* And though I have not Vanity enough 
10 lift my felf in the Number of Pf#^i&ff/,orPerfefi; 
Men ; yet I have Reafon to conclude. That all 
this Perlecution is raisM againft me, on the Ac- 
count of the Liberty I take to reprehend the Er- 
rors and Failings o^ thole , who are Slaves to die 
OrsnJ Signivr as well a« I : Tbo* I have been com* 
manded to do "his by *ht moft Auguft Miniftir of 
the Emlre; But great Men in Power, love not to 
be told of their Fatdts. They wouM live Arbitrary 
as S§vereiffit, without the leaft Check or Controul. 
They will rather cherifli a thoiifand Flatterers and 
Sycophants, than fufier one Di$gmis to live. 

But that which vexes me moft , is , That they 
r^ ore upon me in fome Expreflionsi as if I wtt^

foe which I ever had an invincible Abhoneoo 
which woQ*d foonet cempc me a thoafand T

I had not been long in xbhCity , before I I 
Letter to Buiredin Superiow of the Dervijes of 
in i^M^f whoTe Soui is now with God ; wh 
I gave lum an Junou of the Cmtvtrfe I one 
with a Jijhiti, For, pretending to be a Stutkn 
tUtitmr to the Clergy, I cou*d not avoid the < 
pany of Etdefisfikb ; fiefides, ic was my In 
to iofinnate into their Acquaintance ; and i 
the Truth, ^ 1 have made ic a great part of m; 
finefi to gain a Familiarity with Priefis and 
vifis^ ever (ince I came hither. 

There was abundance of Reafin for this* < 
veral Accounts. For I improvM my felf mu 
the S9ciity of thofe amongft them, that are Lea; 
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and I edify'd not a little by the very Ignorance and 
Follies oT others. Frooi (bme I fqueez'd out Secrets 
ofStatCy and the Defigns of Cabals : By others I 
penetrated into the Myilerious Vices of their own 
Order. In a Word, all of them taught me (bme* 
thing or other which I knew not before ; and I 
never had Occafioo to repent of keeping them 
ConqMoy. 

I oontraOeda particular Friend(hi)> with anHo- 
neft Friar or two in this Cty, who were Perfoos 
of Candour and Learning : But, now they aredead. 
Befides, I have had no foiall Intimacy with Cstdi' 
nslRithUtu^ and hisSucceflbr MmLmrinu I tell thee^ 
if I bad noccoveo!d the Friend(hipof thefe Prhci' 
h Prlefit^ yet it had been impoflible to efape their 
Knowledge^ as oUcnre a Figure as I make. For, 
ic was their cooIUnt PraQice, thus to feek out all 
tfa« Strangers and Travellers in this City , under 
Pketence ot that Great Regard they had for Men 
of Merit ; bat in Reality, to pump out of them 
Foreign Secrets. 

Csriaud RiAUm profnVd a gfeat EinoficS lb 
me, becaufe I had been at CmfloKtinopU^^nd in other 
Parts of the Grj»^5i^ir's Dominions. He fecm*d 
alfe to value me not a little for my Sull in Inter- 
preting Qrak, Silavmick , and other IjmgMxtt of 
the Esfi, What he thought pf me in*s Heart,! can% 
not divine ; but I have Reafon to think,he lufpeS- 
ed me for a MnjfUmsn. And yet I wonder he never 
Icarch'd for the main Proof, the Mark of OrcMmi* 
fm. Perhaps, *twas an Effcft of his good Natura, 
as being loath to ruin me irrecoverably. But, I 
rather alcribe it to Providence , which wouM not 
fuffer him, it may be, to make fo fanJ a Reflexi- 
on : ^ Yet , 'by his Order fome Years ago, I was 
impri(bnM for dx Mmtu. What the Meaning on*t 
was, I could never dive into. Bat I had a (hrew*d 
Jcaloufie of a certain I\rmifyhmdm Refident 
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it this G>uitf who perhaps night do me (bnie'iO 
Offices. The World*s like a Lottery , wherein 
we muft expeft to meet with many onlucky Qiaih 
oes. 

By what I have faid i thou wilt eafUy percdvei 
That though the Priifit make a fair SemblaulDe oi 
Piety, Mortification^ and other Religitut Vertnes, 
yet they are great Bufy-bodies , and wholly takm 
up in Secular Affairs* 

If this were the word Charafiet they deferveythey 
might pafs for very ^ood Men , and nece(£iry hi* 
ftrnmeots of the publick Welfare : BeGUife , their 
have the Tutelage and Guardianfhip of all Men's 
Confciences ^ they form *em in their Ymitb, and 
govern *em in their ripeft Years; Befidei , they 
nave many Advantages of fludying the Politkkb 
more than other Men, as being all educated in the 
. Atademis^ where if they be not very dul],tbey (fah 
not fail of becoming good Hiftorians, vA indifr 
rent Stafefmen, For, their Uhmries abound with al 
manner of 4ml«nf and hidern Writers , and thck 
Convetfation is generally refined and prqpiaot ia 
Intrigues. 

But the^ corrupt their Learning , with ftHe 
M^mms which they borrow from an intolerable 
Pride and Senfudity ; perfuading themfelvest that 
they are as far above other Men„ that is, the Lsiiy^ 
as thofe are above the Beajis'^ That God has be- 
ftowMon them a Dignity Superior to that of the 
greateft Temporal Mmartbt ; and • in fine, Thic 
this Earth is a Psradife , and themklves the Gods 
and Lords of it. 

WhenlfpeakatthisRii/eof the Unanm Priifi, 
underftand me not without Reftrifiion. There are 
(bme good and holy Men amongft them, Peribos 
of unblemi(h*d Manners* and incorrupt Sincerity. 
But, thefe are very rare ; and the R'entb Prieftt aie 
efteemM the moftfincere of any within the PahcS 
the RemsnChnnh. As 
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As for the Jtaitmt CUr^, they are mere libertinis\ 
the mofl debaudi'd and profligate Fellows io the 
World. 

MmuU the Jm^ a late private Agent of the Grmid 
SigmiTf who had tnverd up and down throagh dl 
/^«^9 and refided a confiderable Time in the Chief 
Gtiesand Towns of Note^ made many carious Ob- 
lerirations and Remarks on the Liver of thtPriefts^ 
which he fet down in his Jmmsl. This I have by 
me now, it being (ent me, according to my Defire, 
after his Death by Z^iU jismmtxi , his Smtejir in 
that Stition, who is at prefent at Vmite, 

I haveperus*d thisjlelation my felf, with no 
fiaall Pleafure ; and believe *cwill not be unwel- 
come to thee, to give thee an Abftraft of what he 
fiys. 

It b poflibk} he may exaggerate (ome Things, 
and deliver himfelf too partiaJly in others , out of 
the natural and inherent AvetHon the Jens have 
for the Ckrifimu. But thou wilt find, that iii the 
Main , he mfifts only on fnqh Refle&ions as it be- 
comes any Man to make, who' has the leaft Sptrk 
of common UtrsUty and Reafen. 

In thefirft place, he finds fault with the M^fi- 
4^kty in that they abftain from UmHuge them- 
mIvcs , yet recommend that State to the LM^tj as 
a very hij Sseriment and hif fiery of Reltgiem : Whilft 
chey indulge thcmfelves at the fame lune in ail 
manner of Lafcivioufaefs ; wallowing in Fornica- 
tion, AdulterV) tnceft, and Sodomy it (elf. He 
fiiys^ there is hardly one Priefi in Ten, who does 
not fceepi Two or Three Harlots ; and the moft 
fMbiStDefvifiSf aterither Pitnps to other Men's 
lioSth or they indulge their own with the moft in* 
ftqious (kuftexjmt a&3 dammtes. Thefe Pretea* 
ders to PerfeSion an4 San&ity , are often fooftd 
Mafqneradini^^R^ellingabont the Stnetsjin the 
Time of the<«#rvfoW, . with a Company oC Wlnm 
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for their Attendance. Nay,an the Year round tbt 
Mntsfieries are no other than Stews or Bntkel Hmfi 
They introduce Women into their Cells in t Mm 
fticktbbitf and fo they pafs for Men who comet 
vific them as Friends* Rilationss or Traveller 
Thefe Ladies of Pleafure lie thus coneeaPd fi 
many Dayi and Nighis tosether. And the Swfen 
of tne Cenvent winks at this for a little Mone] 
bring moft commonly as bad as any of rhem. 

Thefe My Fafhers go marching and flouching i 
long the Streets, in the moft MortifyM Maonar : 
inagioable. You wouM take *era for perfeQ Sm 
smes and Ide$ts» Yet this is all hnt-Mttrnmefy^vrhiU 
they are the moft glozingt^^^irr/ in the WorU 
mere Dewh in a City , and abounding in wicbi 
Thoughts and PraQices. 

Admai tells a pleafant Story of a young MsasMfm 
of ^t. Detmmek's Order at Rime. This Menk was o: 
Noble EzrraSion, and his Parents were very rich 
znipemrftd in the City. On which Account h< 
was indulged many Liberties » deny*d to the refl 
of his Religious Brethren. He was perniirred tc 
carry good Quantities of Gold and Silver aboDi 
him, for his perfbnal Expences ; and ro wear iSe- 
ctilsr Habit, luitable to h is Birth and Quality. But 
this Licberty bad like to have provM fata] to him 
one Night duripg the CarnavsL 

It was late, and very daik, when this Religtons 
Bully was beatmg the Streets* upon the Hunt ibr 
Wbires ; aad waiting wider certain PisxxsU near 
the River Tyker , he was accofted by a Woam 
niaak^d, and in a very good Drefs; whoipoketo 
him frankly , asking him the Way to // Biehmi. 
This is the Name of a Clmret in Aamr, dedicated to 
^ the Ssistss : In the time of the Gentiles^ *cwis 
caird Pmiieen^ot the Tesi^ of all the G$df. The

She, after fome counterfeit Eflays of a 
modtft RepuHe^at length accepted his Offer : And 
by the Way, he pccfoaded her into a TavernT The 
qinninc N/iNf ^managM her Bufincfi (b well, that 
the illHift over heated with Wine, and other coftly 
Enterttiaments, grew fo in Love with her , diac 
he forgot Ihe was to go to the Prnttbtm, and ofBx'd 
to wdu't on her home* She accepted the Motion ; 
and telling hini} her Houic was feated on the Banks 
of the TjfHT^ they returned the (ame Way as they 



When they arrived at the ?iMZM% where they 
firft met , three Perfons appcarM , inufB*d op in 
Cloaks : Two of which foddenly feiz'd the Mmk, 
holding their Pooyards at his Bieaft; wbilftthe 
third, difdoftng the hidden Light of a dark Ltfi- 
thmi, which he held in his Hand i failen*d oil tht 
I^y,and made her unmask. As loon as ht ftm her 
Faee, heftamp*dandrav*d, menaced and fwore, he 
wou*d be the Death of that Villain who had de- 
tenchM his Wife. All this was but a fore<]aid Oe-

The iaft in this pj^e,wa$ xYui Stent Sbuqtiet 
befides the wafte he made of the JK/fy^*s Mo

The great Difcoveries this Chamher has al 
made, of the Cheats and Tricks pta6lifed by 
through whole Hands the Kitig^s Revenues 
pais*d, will, its thought , move the ISng to 
JiOi it as a pt:rpetua] and Sovereign Ceurt of h 
tlen : So that not the value of an jtfper (hall h 
forth be paid out of the Rojal Treafary , wii 
the Approbation of this Chamber, He has all 
trenched many fupeifluous O^ces in hisHoui 
that he may the more eadly lupport the Ch 
of thofe that are necelTary.

Neither is he akogether to intent on Ststi 
ters, bur that he fometimes gives bimfelf tl 
v^rfioi) of a familiar Dkcourie with the tan 
g^nious Artilis pf all forts t who find thea 
muchimprovM by theQuickntfsofhis Inrei 
and the Solidity of his Judgment in the Methd 
For he is an Excellent Gm Smith, StPordCutl 
fMur Maker ^ and every Thing that becomes a 
toprofefs* 

He is a good ArchiteB alfb , and takes vai 
Xght in Bmldi7i£€ , iiaving laid the Foundari< 
feveral Magnificent Struifttres^, Palates of a ] 
Deiign, and intended to outvy the moft Poli 
Glorious J^if^nVlj of ancient Greece and Rwne. 
I tell thee, this Monarch wouM not willingly 
Abort of any of the Cafars, 
^ At the beginning of this Year , he aggr^i 
iusCwr^ by a Promotion of. fixty two Kxii 
toe hofy Spirit. I have ofren mentionM this < 
in my Letars to the h&nifiers of the Pm^ and 
that baftbeen in fiance know^ft; That *m tb 
Step to^beiog made Peer of the Realm* I ihal 
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mform thee, that during the dremoiits of this laft 
FrMMTiMiythe Vtikes o^Fhubfmt and LMguinjilU had 
a Feud about the Prutdmcy , which at laft was ad» 
joftcd in Favour of the former. Iq a Word , the 
King 4!Bdat*d the Hwfe of yhuiifme to have a Right 
ofPrhritj before all other Prsncis, and to fuccced 
io the linm it Telf, next after the Hoitfe of Bturhn. 

This is lookM upon as a bold £fu)rt of Royal 
Power, and has ihrtled all the Oarr. No lefs fur- 
prized were they to fee the Diike ofUrrMin redgn 
all his EfiiUu to the Kh^ of Fnnta, referving only 
the Poflcflioo of *em during his Life. 

And, now the King having weatherM the Point 
with all his Eoeoiies, both FonigH and D^mtfiick^ 
fludies nothing more earntftly, than to divert his 
Qjum , and to let his SuhjeSs tafte the Sweets of 
Fi0U^ the E£Fcft of his Matchkfs Fortune, to 
which even srQvmsdHesds find themlelves compelled 
to ftoop and fubmiL 

On the sth of the foregoing Motn ,. by his Ap- 
pointment was held a TQurnament or C0r$Hfil,tiS the 
Bramb call it. This is a fott of Eiercife on Horle* 
Backv in imitation of the ancient Manner of fight* 
ing with Spear and Shield. 

The Place where they run, was railM about,and 
Magnificent CHwifij ereded for the Siuen and Lsdies 
of the Court to (it in , as Sfe^ttrs, The Diver- 
tifement was very Pompous ; And the King was 
one of the Otmhatmns* The re(^ were the Dukt of 
Orliom tht King's Brother* the Primi of Cmdt. the 
Duh of Enguthe Son to the Prince, and the Ouh of 
Guize* £acho{ thefe led a Troop of Horje into the 
Field. That of the King^ was habited after the 
manner of the old Roman Knights. The Duke of 
OrUsms^i made a Figure like the Ptr/tMns : The 
Prince of C$nde*^ reprefented the Ottimans* The 
Duki of £»!gaiWs Troop were in Indian UabitSy and 
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the DmJu of Gfr//?s appeared like the Salvages ofA- 
meri€M, It wouM be too te^M^ustodefcribe thenar 
ticular B^goifieences of eau:h. Suflkeit to (a]f,TluiC 
rbey were all prcidigioiilly MajiAick and Rich in 
their Equipsgi, The Cmjis alio they tmdct were 
braye and Cull of Gallantry. But the Prizi^ which 
was a Dimnmi of great Value, was adjudged to the 
Ihrinci of Cmdi by the Qfum-hhther. 

One of the former iKrVv^f of Firmice^ loft his Lift 
at this R9yd Exercife, bong ran through the Eye 
into the Brain by the Spear of an Es^Ulk Koight 
then at ihzFrtmh CMn^and one of the GiMi^Af jitfr : 
For which Reafon^ the following Kn^sof Ergmtf 
forbore to expofe themfelves to die like Dan^* 
But this young Mar/ fears nothing) being as veo* 
ttirous and bold as was Sdim Amwm^ ttw Tm^n 
f^f who(e viQorious Combat with the PirpmCid' 
linger at the Siege of Babylw^ hang oji in the TVci- 
fury to this Day, as Mnntmeutt of bis invindbk 
Courage and Strength. $tdtM Acbm$t alfbtook 
great delight in throwing the Lance with Us Cm* 
tiers in the AtmeieUm. Thefe are Sfeirts fit f6t Kings 
and Great GenerMls> And fome of the RmumCafirt 
themfelves wou*d play the Glsdiattrs. 

It is not lawful for me to cenfure or rcflefi on 
the AQions of my Sovereign. But I will tell thee 
what the Erenth fay of him by way of Contempt ; 
That be never combated in bis nm Perfin^ with smy 
Thing but Ttmerous Hares and Hmds. It makes mc 
bloflb to hear the great Emperor of the Emfi thus 
blarphem^d by the piophane Mouths of b^tiels. 
And it were to be wifh*d, he wou^d do fome fur- 
prizing Adlion^to raife himfelf another Charafier. 
I fay no more, but recommend thee to God and 
the l^iti Angel

Or, their debauched Education under a 
g§mmili Proftttuti^ fabulotfly veird by ihe Rmumi 
Hiftorians, under the Title of a H^tlf, to render the 
Origin of their Bn^in Miraculoiu ? Why flicu*d I 
jecount the horrid Frtttrkide committed by Rmmlu 
on RifMus his Brother $ or ihs ctkbrated Rape of 
Ssiim Wives, Virgins, and Widows ? It will fie m 
invidious9 to call to Mind the dtftable Muitheref 
TfUii Tatiiis,tbt good old Caftatu of the Sskhm^mA 
many other barbarous MafTacre.^ Yet thele eoor 
mous Qimes were the Foundations of the Rmmn 
Grandeur and Nobility, fo formidable afrarwaids 
to the whole Eaitb.

Thefe informed me of the 1 
Fate of. that Baffd^ when Vvt vjifi» nx-xbc Hci 
gU bis Grandeur, widuu ^ few V>vi^ VVmOd

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Imperial City, at the Head of a Potent Army, and 
juft upt?n the Point of Accommodation with the 
Grand Sigfiior. They much extol his Bravery and 
Refolutioa; For the French ^rc Naturally Lovers of 
fuch as dare boldly oppofe their Sovcreie.n. They 
equal!) condemn cne (]y Perfidiottrncfs of Afortan^a 
Bajft , to whofc fafe Condudt the Generous Rebel 
tnifted his Life, and by that Eafincfs lofl it, Yet 
they applaud Mnrtaxdi Loyalty, Courage and Wif- 
dom wkh the Eminent Services he afterwards did 
the Empire , in leading the Army againd Ragout^i^ 
Prince of Tranfylvania^ which at length lifted hiok 
to the Ooroernment of Babylon^ 

All thefe Things had been bid from me , were 
not the Na^arenes my Intelligeiicers. Nor (hould I 
have known how the Rebellioo was carried on af- 
ter his Death by his Revengeful Nephew , by die 
Son of Cheujaien Baffn^ by a Bey of Egypt ^ and o- 
tlier Malecuntents. Yet fuch PafTages are fit for a 
Man in my PoA to be acquainted with, thtr he 
may have a clear Idea of his Mafltr*s CircumHan* 
ces, and fo apply himfelf more effedually to ferve 
faim. 

It had not been amifs, if I had received timely In* 
iclligcnce of the Death of Prince RagnPsk}^ in Re- 
gard there was always a private Correfpondence be- 
tween him and this Court. Which ceafmg by his 
Death, it had been worth my Pains ro obferve, whe- 
ther it would be continued by his- Succeffor^ or what 
other Meafures they would rake. 

Tis true I was acquainted with this, but not by 
the Miniftfrs of thet Fort. I heard alfo of all the 
following Cofnmotions in Tranfiivanidy occafion'd 
by the different Factions of Mkhael Apafi and Ke- 
minl Janos^ the Two Rival Princes. . I was not for* 
ry for th?fr News, knowing that the Divifions of 
the fJararenes ilrengthen the Unity and Force of 
the Muffklman Empire. I was \iV^ev>i\fe mAqxykJ^^S. 
the FsLtc cf M^rf^ia^ Baffa^oi Bftbjlw^ vito^^ 
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Viftim to the Grand ViT^tefs Jcaloufy ; with many 
Otlicr Paflages. But neither fiom the Port^ nor 
from any other Hands could I learn the lead Intel- 
ligence of the Verxtfon War, and what Progrefi 
our Arms have made in Candiay Dalmaiia^ and 
the other Dominions of the RepHblkl^. Which 
makes me conclude, that either the Gramt Siiidoi'i 
Refidence at Adrianople , abated his Inclinatioas to 
Martial Af&irs, which is alfo the Common Opinion 
of the Chriftians here in the W^e/?; or, that die 
War in Himgary for a while fupei&ded all other 
Deiigns.

Accom]f^^'d Minifter^ there is nothing in Nature 
flcd^ift : The World is but an Eternal Circulation of 
IBvenis,' Viciifitndes, and Changes without Eegin* 
fling or End. Only God remains Immutable, in his 
X'ven Effence, which is the Center of every Thing.

fihlesy other Men may fee the Interiour Peauties of 
their Mind reprefcntcd to the Life. For Wordt are 
the perfeft Sculpture of the IntelleB^ or at leaft its 
Mczj(ji'Tinto. They are the exprefs Portraiture of 
Divine and Humane Reafon. Thus the Alcoran is 
caird by fome of our Holy I>oftors The True Image of 
Onghml and Increated Wifdom. 

Now of all the Words and Languages on 

Earth, thou know'ft the Preheminence has been 

for ever given to thofe of the Eafl ^ and among 

tJiem CO che Arubm^ both \u ^e^^t^ ol \\^ ^>«\v>^ 
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aod of its Antiquity, from whence it is StyVd the 
yhrgin Mother ot Languages, the Dwfcff of the Blef- 
fed above. 

Thou know'ft, that for this Rcafon it is, the 
True Faithful covet no Species of Learning more 
ardently than to be perfectly skiird in fo Divine a 
Speech, wherein the yoluwe of Celeftial Mdjejfy was 
penn'd in Heaven before the Throne of Crji, and 
fent down on Earth by the Hand of Gabriel^ Prince 
of the Afejfengers who fly on the Errands of the 
Omnipotent* It was fcnt, I Ciy, to the Prophet^ who 
could neither write nor read, that the World 
might be convine'd of its Divine Original. Yet tlie 
Incredulous will not believe : Tho' it is manifeft 
to any Man of Impartial Senfc , That a Perfbn al- 
tc^cther ignorant of Letters, ; could not poflibly 
compofe a Book , the moA Elegant that ever was 
penn'd i^ the v/orld, and wherein not the lead 
BlemiOi or Contradi^on can be found from the 
Chapter of the Preface^ to the laft Verficky which 
winds up the whole Volume, Oh ! obdurate Hearts 
of Infiaeh; Oh! wilfully Blind, that fhut their 
Eyes againft the Splendors of Eternal Light : Oh ! 
refolvedly Deaf, that flop their Ears againft the 
Voice of God and his Prophet ^ neither will they K- 
ften to the foft Whifgers which are wafccd from 
Paradife. 

Such are the Na^areneSy who for the Sake of 
the Greek and Kontan Tongues, of which they are 
jwfTionarely enamour'd, educate their Children in 
a fair Way to ^believe all the Monftrous Fiftions of 
the Aniicnt Poets, or at leaft all the Lving Talcs 
and Legends of their own Priefts, whicn are Tea 
Times more Fabulous than the Former, and more 
Inconfiftenc with Reafon. And this they do rather 
than be at the pains of learning Arabicl^y which 
would inftruft them in Trutlis as Clear. and'Serene 
as the Orient Sun..

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I (hall fiy little of thefe Two ancient Languages 
of Gretce and Rome , in Regard they being now 
girown Qbrolete, and only to be learn'd in Schools, 
thou, no doubt, art vers'd in them ad Vnguem , as 
the Laths phrafe it. 

That which fecms propereft for me to inform ehce 
of is. That the Roman or Latin Tongue appears like an 
old Antiquated Mother thrull out of Doors by her 
Four ungrateful Daughters, Italian^ French^ Sfmjlff 
and Portugnes^e. Tfcfe arc her Natural Off-lpring, 
begot during the Roman Conquers in the Weft^ and 
degenerating after that Emjpire was in its Decline. 
So that now they are taken for no better than Mw- 
grels or Baftaras. In Spanifh there is a great Ma- 
cure of Gothifl) and Morefco words ; the Ftench re- 
tain many of their old Gaulifl) Idioms. The Italiatp 
h corrupted with a Hotch-potch of Words, left by 
the Vandals f Nuns and Longnbards. ^et thi 
fault is recompenc'd by Abundance of Greek Etymo- 
loRies* As for the Portugueses 'tis but a Dia-

The only pure Maternal Languages now current 
among the common People in any Part of Eurtfe^ 
are the T(e«ron/ci^, Sclavonk\^ and Brittfl): The 
fLrft is fpoken in Germany to perfeAion, but cor- 
ruptly in Suedeland , Denmark and the Vmttd 
Frovmes* The Second is common to the HungA' 
flans ^ M4daviansy Poles ^ Rafcians, and many o- 
ther Nations.

a plotting againft xxf, Above. The World is harangued 
with Fatal Predictions of Wars^ Famine, Earth- 
quakes, and other Calamities^ the fure Confequences 
of this fuppos'd Prodigy. 

Tell me, thou who art Converfant in the Sci- 
ence of the Stars y and the Myfterious Philofopby of 
I^atuve^ what thefe Comets arc ? Whether they be 
9nly Exhalations dtavTE ui^ mvj:> ^^ Vl\^ Bjtim 
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of the Jiff by the Force of the Sun-, Or, whether 
they be more foiid and durable Subflances? Whether 
they be of aPofthumous Origin like the Clouds, Hail, 
Rain, Snow, and other Meteors^ the daily Produ^ 
o( Nature^ the Updart Off-fpring of the Elements / 
Or, whether they are in the Rank of thofe Beings^ 
whofe Antiquity is untraceable, which are as Old 
as the World ^ fuch as the Sun, Mmij Stars^ and 
this Earth whereon we tread ?

THE French bsrvc htd fo many Occafions of Joy 
of late, that it h hard co deiemiiae, ii|uca 
affcfts them moft nearly. 

The Satisfaftion which rhc f(fe gsnre tWs Afo* 
nanh^ for the Injuries formerly done to his Em- 
balluidor at Rome^ began the Triumph of the French 
Court. I have already fent InceUigeoce of that 
Quarrel, and how high the Refentments of the 
Kin^ t)ew, on the fame Day that he receiv'd the 
FirA News of fo Barbarous an AffiDont. Now I 
fliall acquaine thee, That there enfu'd a Treaty 
between them at F'tfa^ a City of Italy ia the Dnke- 
dom of Tkfcanyy afttr the Ftencb Troops had ter- 
rified them into 2l State-Penitence , by the mena- 
cing Approaches they made toward the Ecclefia- 
flkal Territories y through the Principalities of M-- 
^CKJ and Parma. Thefe Two are Friends to 
Francey and their Intereft makes them fo, in Re- 
gard that Crown protefts 'em from the Pope's Op- 
preffion, who is alwa)js efteem'd an Hi Neigh- 
bour, by the Italian Princes, whofe Dominions Jic. 
next to his. For this Roman Prelate is very Potent 
and Rich ; he would in a (hort time be Lord of all 
Europe in Temporals as well as Spirituals^ were he not*. 
^'d by the King q£ France. ^\i>& AlUej&«. 
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This makes aH ciie Uttle Smtreipis round about 
Keme^ (land in Awe of the Aiomtrcb^ who was bora 
10 command Crawned Meads. Wonder not at the 
Expreilion : For i tell chee, Ibme of the greateft 
Princes in Europe are his Penfioners. This very 
Quarrel with the PopCj has gained che French King 
Three Card'wab more than were his Friends for*- 
merly* 

The CoBclufion of the Treaty was, That the Pepe^ ' 
ihould fend a Legate de Latere into ftance^ to pui- 

Sr the King^s Wrath ^ and that the MUitia or Ro^^ 
an Guards whom they caU Sbhri and Carfes^ IhouUL 
be for ever abolilh'd, and a Pyramid be ercded o- 
▼er againft their Guard-Houfe, with an Infcrxpttoa 
in Lath and F^reneh^ dedariog their Crime and Pn^ 
nifhment. 

This put the Court' of fi^^iwe into a very jolly Hu- 
mour. They fell prefently to FeaAing and Revel- 
ling ; and the King's next Proieft was the Conqueft 
of Barbary, To this End he fent the Duke oiBeau-^ 
fort with a Fleet of Great Ships, to dear the Seas of 
African Corfairs , that fo an Army might be fafefy 
tranfpo^d from Tmlouy and landed on the oppofite 
Shore.^ His Defign in this was to reduce the Inha^ 
bitants of thofe Happy Countries to the old Idolatry 
of their Fore^fathers^ to plant there the NaT^arene 
Superftitiotiy and make him£df the Sole Lord and 
Froprie;tor of Africk' 

I cannot divine what Succefi he will have in this 
great Enterprise ; but it appears as if God were angry 
with the Muffulmans ': Such continual Lofles they 
liiffain by Land and Sea. 

It is with no fmall Grief Ffaw not long ago, the 
Ftenehvfho fcrv'd in Hungary this Camjpagnc, re- 
turn to Par if laden with the Spoils of true Be- 
ttevtrs. I cannot behold the vciy Cymetais and 
Enfigns which thefe Infidels took from the va»- 
quilh'd Ofmans^ hang up in thc>rTe/wp/« asTro^ies 
of that fUiory^ widiout ioeiiL^ieSv^^ "^SStf^xw ^^^ 
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Rcgirer. Tis liid here, the GrMd Siffihr hs loA in 
Hungary above Thirty Thoufand Men this Campjgpie; 
whereof Ten Thoufaod werekiJl'd in one BjcdCi and 
a Hundred acd Fifty Colours uken, with Sixoeen 
Cannons. 

Befides, thele Giafers grate my Ears with another 

Bravddo, boafling that one Rrencb Ship of War 

fought Seven Hours with Three and Thirty of the 

' Grand Sigmor*i Gallies, funk Five, fcatter'd the reft, 

and came off with a compleat Vidor>'« 

Tis a vaft Advantage the French have in the Situ- 
ation of their Country, in that it is wafh'd on the 
South by the Mediterranean^ on the K9rtb by the 
Main Sea : So that 'tis eafie for them to curb the 
greatefl Part of Euro]*e on one fide, and fufficicnt- 
ly moleft the Levant'mes on the other. As for the 
Weflern Parrs, this Kingdom is their very Center : 
Where all the Lines of War, Peace, Commerce and 
Traffick meet and terminate. She is to Chrijlendmy 
what Egypt and Sicily were in former Ages to the 
Empire of Old Rome , an incxhauiiible Granary. 
Wharfbever dcfirable Things, Nature has frugally 
drop d here and there in other Regions, are found 
in til is Kinr-dom as in their Original Seminary, Corn 
15 picntilul as Grafs, Wine is almoft as cheap here, 
as Water is with you in fome Parts of Turliy. The 
Fens and Lakes are cover'd with Wild Fowl. The 
Meadows with Sheep ^ Deers y Goats and Oxea. 
Tlicre's nothing fcarce but ffens^ EggSy and True Btf- 
licvers. I Iiad almoft forgot their Remarkable Plen- 
ty of Salt, the bare Cuftom of which, augments the 
lvinp,*i Coffers with Four Millions of Zequins every 
"i car. 

France alfo abounds in Hempy a mod neceffary 
Vegetable, whereof fhe not cnly makes all her 
own Oirdaj'.e and Sails, but alfo furrii (hes her Neigh- 
bours \ which brings in a confiderabJe Revenue. 
There is an lufinice Plenty of Fruit Sy and Trees for 
iSmier, of Iron^ i)'Idrble,.Freer)\onev^^^^ Things 
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Bccdlary for BuUdit^ Ships or Noufes^ for Defence or 
Offence by Land or Sea. Neither arc there wanting 
Mines of GoU^ Silver^ tin^ Lead, Copper and other 
Metals whereof Men make the Inflruments of War, 
and the Entertainments of Peace. In a word, this 
Country is fo enrich'd with every thing, that fomc 
Hiftorians and Philofophers have caird it the Parent 
of Plenty, others the Fountain of Earthly Blifs, 
the moft Incomparable Region of this Globe, the 
Epiconie of the World, or rather a little World ic 
fetf. 

Serene Scribe, thou wilt not wonder at the Uni< 
verlal Succcffes of the French Arms, when thou con- 
fidereft thefe things, and here the Provinces are Peo- 
pled like Kingdoms, the Cities appear like whole Pro- 
vinces, for Multitude of Inhabitants. To (ay all in 
a Word, The Common Charader of France^ is the 
fame which Philofophers give to Nature. That there 
can be no Vacuum found in it,

AMidft the variety of Obligations which I have 
to difchargc •, I forget not to obey thy Cora- 
mauds, I have already in my former Difpatcbes 
acquainted thee with die Characters, and fome Re- 
markable Paflages of Henry IV. Lewis Xlll. Lewk 
XIV. Cardinal Kichlieu^ Cardinal Mazarini^ and die 
Prince of Conde. Now I will (ay fomething of 
the Famous Marefcbal de Twrenne ^ whofe Fame 
reaches wherefi;cver the I^encb Wars have been talW 
of for thefe Forty Years. The Name of this great 
Generaly is Henry de la Towr d^Auvergne^ Son to the 
Duke of BouiUon. 

When his Father was near his Death, he call'd for 
both his Sons, whereof this was the youngeft. And 
among other Exhortations, he recommended in a 
fpecial Manner Three Things to their Prafticc : Ne- 
ver to renounce or change their Religion : Never to 
take up Arms asainft their Swereign : Nor to provoke 
the Firjl Afiwfer.

There he apply'd himfelf to 
all the Dificipline of War, doing the Duty of a Pri- 
vate Soldier : Which is the common Way that Ca^ 
dets or younger Brothers take to rife to the mod 
Eminent Offices. .He was equally forward in Labours 
and Perils, never ihunning any Fatigue or Har^rd, 
which might bring^him Glory, yet he vvas not raft), 
the Common Vice of Youth, but temper'd all his 
Anions with an extraordinary Prudence and Solidi- 
xy of Judgment, beyond what was expefted from 
him at thofe Years, Yet, on the ocher Side, his 
Counfeis were not flow and Flegmacick, being of a 
very ready Forecaft^ and he feldom faird in his 
Contrivances. He was foon promoted to a Place of 
Command. And the Exadnefs of his Conduft rais'd 
him a vad Reputation, fo that by Degrees he adaft 
arrived to that Height of Power and Honour he now 
pDlfeifes.

Jto fiv the 
Wicked, I am not chdr Advocate. iCtfae Giottft 
Pan of die Chciffiafift live conanirjr ni chelinr of 
the Mefm , let us oonfidcr allb.faoW miogr Hippo- 
crkes, Libardaes, HeKdcbflpd A^idftftdieffeaie 
amoog tbofe wbs pipfefi the Mnjblmm FM^ 
DottbtkO, then are Good and Bad of all i^%iMU^ 
And 'dfr impoffible co find an Afienibty of Jnft Men, 
Vrithoat a Mixture of Sinners. 

Asfivonr bitEnfcnoe widi die Peqple of Jefitt^ 
\gi HMtx oi Wvfhfp ^ it ought not m make OS for* 
get that we are Men , oomponnded of the i«Be 
l*lefti and Blood as they. And for ought we know, 
God, who made ril the Marions of the Eanh, may 
accept of rbeir various Rites and Cdremonies in pay- 
ing him Vhfine Adoration* 

We chat are chePoAerity of IfmaeJ^ and woffhip 
the Ecbrnal after the manner of our Fathers , who 
followed the Pattern of Ibrahim the Beloved of God, 
cannot deny but that the Law of Mofes was of Di" 
vine Original : And yet it contains Precepts and In* 
junftions, to which we are wholly Smngers in our 
Pradice; tho' the J^ews^ who are the I^ceodaits 
of j^acobj obey them to this Day. 

So we believe what the Alman fays of the Mef' 
fiofy That he is the Breath and Word of God ^ That 
he heal*d Difeafes, rais'd the Dead, wrought many 
other Miracles, and preach'd the true Heavenly Do- 
Arincr Yet there's abundance of Diffinrence between 
dbe Ceremonies which the very Apoftles us'd in the 
Service of God, and the Wormip eftabliib'd by Ata- 
bottiet our Holy Law* giver. But he tells us , That 
they who live up to the Law of Jefiff, (ball go to 
Faradife as well as the Muffulmans. 

The greateft Scandal which the Cbrifttans give m^ 
is tbtkScxaag up Fifinrcs TS^lm^tisk dl)Sr7«9- 
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plfs^ and the Reverence they pay to thofe Infenfible 
Pieces of Humane Art. And yet for ought we know 
they may be cxculable before God^ fince they pro- 
fefs openly in the Fublicli Decrees of their Councils^ 
That the Veneration and Honour they pay to the F/- 
iures of Saints znd Angels^ is only Relative; their 
Devotion at the fame Time reding not oathis fide the 
Prototypes. 

If this be true, I fee no more Hurt in their Wor- 
fhip of Ima^esy than in Bowing and Proftrating be« 
fore the Alcoran, which is but another Sort of Ima' 
gsry, reprefenting the Dtvm WiU. 

In a Word, if the Hieroglypbiekf of the Ancient 
Egyptians are aJlow'd to be Lawful Letters, and In- ' 
Aruments to ei^preis the Inward Conceptions of 
the Mind ; in nw Ojnnion, the Painting and Sculp- 
ture which we lee in the Churches of the Chriftians^ 
ought not to be condemn'd as anldolatrous Practice, 
when *tis only us'd as an eafier way to convey the 
Niftory of Jefm , and the reft of the Prophets and 
Saints^ to the Vulgar, who are generally Ignorant 
of Letters. Unlefs we fhall fay , That the Son of 
Mary was an Idol^ and the Fropnets and Saints were 
Devils ; which God avert from the Mouth of a Trne 
Believer.

THY Dijpateb came to my Hands in a good 
Hour. I picnu'd with Reverence the F^ter- 
nal inflnidHons it contained^ the Grave and Jn- 
dicious Apohegms^ the Sacred Rulei and -Infti- 
tucions of a Regular and Spiritual Life; the Mo- 
rals more refin'd than thofe of Thulgr^ Epi^etus^ 
Seneca or Cato. But pardon me, if I relifh not 
-fo well thy Panegjrkl^ on fome of the newly Cano- 
nized Saints *, from which you take Occaiion to ex- 
tol rhe Pope\ Infallibility, and to exclude from Sd^ 
vatioity all that are not vvichin the Fate of the KA' 
man ChHrch. 

I am a Chnliian and a Catholkk as well as you. I 
honour the Apojlles and Mart)rs^ with all the Pfi- 
mitive Saints^ Confejjors;^ and Holy Dolors of the 
Church. Buc I can never be perfwadcd, that a Man 
for being a Murderer, Tray tor, an Inventor of Cru- 
el Devices, cr a learned Sycophant, can merit Hea- 
ven^ tho' he may be rank'd io the Red Line^ of the 
Calendar, Much lefs can I believe , that all Men 
fliall be Damn'd, who are not in Communion \\ ith the 
Bi/}jop of Rome. Certainly the Catholick, or Vnivef' 
fdl Church , is not (hue up within the Narrow Con- 
fines of the (hattered Roman Empire. Confider 
Greece^ Armenia^ Egypt^ Mofcovy^ JEthiopia^ and all 
the Spacious Territories of Europe^ and the EaS. 
How many Millions daily fay the Pater- Nofl er ^ and 
pray in /f/w's Name, yet never paid Obedience to 
any but their own Patriarchs and Bijhops / Were net 
all the AfoJtUs equally m Commi^Qu-, we^ce not the 
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Churches they founded and eftablifla'd, equally 
Holy and Orthodox ? Where then cominenc'd 
the Mighty Schifm^ but in the morofe Pride of Vi- 
ifor^ who (for the Sake of Pw/cW Niceties ) af- 
fronted all the Churcljes in the World , and was 
for that Reafon feverely reproved by a Ftencb 
Bi(hop of his own Obedience ^ befides the Repri- 
mands of Polycarp^ and other Prelates of the Eail / 
Was not St. John the Beloved^ that refted his Head 
with Divine Honour on the Breaft of CbriSf y as 
priyy to the Laws of his Mafter, as Peter^ Paui^ 
or any other Abortive Apoftle ? Remember the Firft 
General Council at Jerufaiem^ where James the Bro^ 
ther of our Lord fate Prefident, decreeing Abfiinen* 
ces exactly oppofite to the prefent Roman Faith and 
Pra^ice. And believe at the fame time, that 'twas 
Imperial Vanity and Pride , which fird begot the 
Fatal Separation. Nerejy was but the Baflard of 
die Jpoftolick^ Canons^ cherifh*d, and too much coun- 
tenanc'd by Conjlantine and his Succejjhrs , till the 
Fatal Time of Pbocas , \jhofe untimely Death 
made all things ripe for tne intended Ufurpa*. 
tion.. Oh I Guicciardine / How truly hall thou 
writ the State of Modem Rome / Worthy as Horace 
of Eternal Honour. Thy Faithful Profe equals his 
Courtly Verfe, and merits New Auguflui^ to Patro- 
nize it. 

Believe me, Father William^ I have no Spight or 
Enmity againll the Roman Higb-Prie^, I reverence 
him equally with his Brethren , the Patriarchs of. 
Conftantinople^ ferufalem^ Alexandria^ and Antioch^ 
I would go beyond this, for the fake of Ck>nformity 
to Ancient CuHom , and in Obedience to the Cele- 
brated Council of Nice : I would wiIHngly acknow- 
ledge him the Primate of the World. Let him 
have the firft Place, in God*s Name, among the F<«-'. 
triarcbs of the Vniverfal Church* But let him not 
ride on the Necks of his Equals. Lee him not pre- 
tend a Power CO cancel the i^oJtolicV.Canws \ tt-aj^tx^^ 
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the TradUms of the Fathers ; repeal the Decrees of 
General CotmcUs-^ difpence with the Laws of Na- 
ture, Grace, Reafon, Morality, and the very Infli- 
tutions of Ills Prcdccelfors, Men, without Quefiion, 
as Infallible as he. This is not the way to make Pro- 
felytes to the Roman Faitb^ unlcfs it be of Fools and 
Knaves. The World has recciv'd New Lights, Fa- 
ther WiUiam-y and Men begin to hifi Reh'gioiis Ban- 
tering off the Stage. Nay, even they who are mod 
guilty of it, I mean the Roman Courtiers, Cardinals 
and Priefts cannot forbear laughing at the Folly, and 
Credulous Eafinefs of thole, on whom they impofc 
their Plow Frauds. The bigottcd Laity are by them 
eftcemed no better than filly Affes, tamely couehing 
under the Bunhens of their Ecclefiaftkal Lards and 
Vrhers. 

Therefore 'tis time for thee to open thy Eyes , 
lift up thy Head, and lav afide Monaflkk SimpKd- 
ty, I do not Counfel thee to turn Libertine^ or imi- 
tate the Italian Gallantry , which has taught the 
FrJefls^ iuftcad of Saorcd Continence, t^ (quim a 
Bencdiftion on fome charming Lady fr-^m the Alrar, 
in the Name of Vominui Vohijcum^ or Surfum Coria ; 
even whilft they are preparing for Divine Revels, to 
banquet nn the Flefh and Blood ^f God. Oh ! 'on- 
firous Perfidy, and Eyecrable Profanenef^ ! Nor if 
thou art affronted and revengeful, would I advife 
thee to time the Execution of thy Wrath like the 
Sicilian Vefpers^ and make the Bells become the Sig- 
nals of thy Cruelty J which ou^hr, and weredefign'd, 
and confecrated on purpofe to drill on Harmlefs 
Souls to Church, with their dull, fleepy, jangling 
Chimes-, and with their more Triumphant, Lofty 
Mufick, on the Fefthvals of the Saints y to make de- 
vouter Chriflians dream theyVe going to Heaven, in- 
ftead of a Maffacre. I would not have thee hope to 
merit ParaaHfe^ by fending thither in Obedience to 
thePofe^ or General oith^OrdcTy the Ma jeftick S'ow/x 
of K'wgs^ or Emperors ^ luNe^vdtSkOi ^^cx^^'^c>y 
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fon, or Envenom'd Eueharijfs, Believe that chofe 
Prelates, Priefts, or MoQks, who are thus Divinely 
Profane, and Mercifully Cruel, fhall become Mice- 
red, Vefted, ' Cowled Monfters , in the fierceft and 
moft violent glowing Dens of I/eli-y there with the 
moft exalted Arfenicks, Mercuries, and whatfoev^ 
gives the highefl Pains to languilh^ pine, and rack 
away Ten Thoufand, Thouland, Thoufand Ages, in 
Penances of flow Effeft ^ which expiate but very 
late, the crying Sins of guilty Murcherers, and bloody 
Hypocrites. 

Yet fuch as thefc, iince Modem Times, are the 
only Men thought worthy to be Canmx^d for Saints^ 
which made a certain Honed Cardinal cry out in Pre- 
fence of the Pope, Tbefe New Saints^ force me to 
doubt the Old ones. 

Father WiUlam , the fame Thought begins and 
ends my Letter. Yours was upon the ftretch, ex- 
tolFing far coo high the Larsenefs of the Roman 
Cburcb, the InfaBble Power of Fopes^ the Mhatles 
of diefe New Saitits. And I, for my Part am a Man 
abhorring Bigotcry. I canooc believe things contra* 
ry to my Reafon. I wifh the Differences of Man* 
Itind in Point of ReUgion^ were ratioflaHycqmpos'd^ 
and that the Good ot all Sedls, Faftions, i^^i^es. 
Churches and Communions^ Vrere united id this 
Life, as they furely will be in th^next. \ 

In the mean time, t^tlic Father^vA^hoxxtBegkmihg^ 
to the Son without a Tounger Brother -^^-tor tlie NSfy 
OhoSf^ the Fh^ and the La^ 5 to the Virgin Afay^ 
the Mother of the Entire Deity ^ I recommend thee 
and all good Chrlfllans^ hofntig to fee you in Hea-i 
ven, tho'wecannot it feems think alike on Earth,

According CO thy Defire, I have prncQr*d and 
fent thee the Alcorariy with other Writings df 
our My DoSors\ Books which will cooduA thee iO' 
to the Right Wav. Thou wik find in thcfc K»- 
Jkmes^ a Spirit of Life and Power. There breaths 
in them a certain Vital Principle of Reafon ^ fo that 
whofbever reads them attentively, may feel ( if I 
may fo fpeak) the very Pulfe of intclledual Wiidom, 
beating in every Senceoce. 

There is a vaft DifFcrence between thefe WVifin^x, 
full of Arguments CJear and InteJIigible; and the 
Whimfies of rhy Rabbi\ who abound in Sacred Kt- 
hUs and Dlvm Romarxes. 

Who can perufe your Celebrated Mrfna without 
Difdain? Or look into your more applauded Talmud^ 
and Uvot feel himfelf touched with Horrour, at the 
Monftrous Blafphemies and Ridiculous Forgeries 
therein contained ? Doft thou not laugh at the Story 
of Gpd*s pickling up the Leviathan till the Days of 
the Afefiab'^ and that other of the Bull which daily 
devours the Fodder of a Thouland Mountains ? Or 
vi'ih thou (hew me the Nefl of that Bird from 
whence the Talmud ^ys, an Egg £illing on the Earth, 
threw down Three Huudred tall Cedars with ics 
Weight, and at length breaking, overflowed Siwy 
Villages with the Liquid Subftance included in the 
Shell? 

Such as thefe , muft needs be fit Themes for the 

Contemplations of the Omnipotent I And yet your 

i^4A5/s teach* that Ood ftudivt^tivtL'tWm^ ti^ xVi^ 
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Day in the Talmud* Can any Man of common Piety 
hear thefe Emfphernks and not tremble ? What At- 
fronts are thefe to Human Senfe ? What Impofitions 
on the Reafon of the Credulous Je»>s ^ Docs the 
mod perfeft of all Behgs acquire Knowledge by De- 
grees, or is the Eternal InteSeB improv*d by read- 
ing of BooJ^s / Qr if it were fo, would he not make 
a better Choice than of a Volume^ which in the in- 
credible Stories it relates, exceeds all the figments of 
the Poets? 

Tell me , Nitban , canft thou fwallow that loud 
Lye of the Talmud^, which tells thee, That there 
wa5 a Ljfon^ who when he roafd at the DiAance of 
Four Hundred Miles from Kome^ all the Women that 
were with Child in that City, being affrighted at the 
Noife, mifcarry'd, and the Walls of /tome fell down? 
And wheti he drew nearer by a Hundred Miles, he 
fet up liis Throat again , which made fo terrible a 
Sound, that all the Romans Teeth fell out of their 
Heads, and the Emperour himfclf felt fuch Convulfi- 
fions, as had well-nigh cod him his Life. 

Surely the Crow which the Talmud fpeaks of in 
another Place, was but a puny to this Mondrous ■ 
Lyon ', and yet it feems, that Crow fwallow'd a 5er- 
pcnt that had eaten a Frog as big as a Village of 
Thrcefcore Honfes, and when he had done flew in- 
to the next Tree. I fuppofe , that was the Tree 
which gre»v in Paradifcy and was Five Hundred 
Miles high , according to the Talmud. Have I noe 
. Reafon for this Raillery, when one of your Rahb^n 
iToIcmnly fwears , he was an Eye-Witnefs of thefe 
Things? Who can forbear to ridicule the Bigot- 
try of thole , who give up their Faith to fuch 
Delufions? 

Thou wilt meet with more Rational Entertain- 
ment in the Booths of the Afujjulman Dolors ; more 
cfpeciaJly in that Tranfcript thou had of the 
VQlktne fird didated in Heaven. That coci6icoa& 
tbe true law o£ Moks , but damti-Sk xix^ ^n\v^>^\«*^ 
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of the Talmud^ attributing the TnveodoD of fnch Er- 
rors to the DevtL 

But chou wilt a&k me, perhaps, what I mean bjr 
the Tcue Law of Mofes* Shall I tell thee the Opini- 
on of one of thy own Nation, a Hebrew of the He- 
brews^ as he pretends ; and £)r ought I know, of 
the fame Tribe with thy felf : for I am a- Soranger 
to the Genealogies of you both. 

Some years ago here was in this City, a man who 
if we may believe hi^m , has been in all the Cities 
of the World. The French call him the Wandrhi 
Jew \ and he confirmed that Title, by the Profeffi- 
on he made of his Binh , Defcent, and Univerlkl 
Travels. No doubt but thou haft h^rd of this Man, 
or at leaft of fuch a Charafter, and therefore I need 
not repeat what he faid of himfeif, and what 
the Generality of Mankind believe of him. Suflke 
it to tell thee, that I was once in his Company 
half a Day together 5 when among other Difcourfes 
he told me, That the true Law of M^ifes has been 
lofl for above thefe Two Thoufand Years, except in 
the Korth Parts oi Afta^ where there arc an Infinite 
Number of Hebrews^ but fir different in their Reli* 
gtn from all the Jcv^s in the reft of the World. He 
fays, the Country where they Inhabit , is environ'd 
round with High and Inaceffible Mountains. I ask'd 
him the cxaft Geographkat Siraation of this Country \ 
but received no other Anfwer, than that it lay beyond 
the River Sabhxtm, Then I remembered what 
I had read in EJdras^ a Scribe of thy Nation, con- 
cerning the Tranfmigration of the Ten Tribes^ who 
were carried away Captives by the Ajjjfrians : How 
they pafs'd through a ceruin River on dry Ground, 
the Warers being divided to the Right Hand and to 
the Left, and that after the fame manner they ftiould

As to their Religion, I was ;uft going to give thee 
an Account of what he faid concerning it, but am 
interrupted by Company.

THE Interruption which made me fb fuddenTy 
conclude my other Letter, laded not lon§ •, \o 
that I have time enough to perform my Promifc by 
rfic fame Voft. 

I was about to relate what the Wamirtng Jew told 
me of the Religion of thofe Remote Hebrews in Afia^ 
which take as follows* 

He (ays, they arc a Uathn of FbUofophers^ bound 
by their Laws to Study the- Liberal Arts and Sci* 
ences. They have none but Iron Money current, 
among them 5 the ufe of Gold and Silver Coins 
being exprefly forbidden by their Laws to prevent 
the Temptations of Avarice and Theft : For who 
would ileal or covet a Metal , which for its Bulk 
was npt caiic to be hid, nor for its Beauty very 
dciirable , being, every where common in the Veins 
of tine Eutb . sind ietv'd odW ^^ ^txV^i ^"l ^^v 
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tcr and Commerce among themfelVcs, whcfc the In- 
equaliry of Merchandices ewangled cheir Trafficki 
and would noc admic ofareadycxchai^e? ' 

This cook from them the Occafion of many 
unneceflary Arfs at Home, and diev bad no Temp* 
ration to travel abroad ; The Cnief Deiigp of 
their Lawiiver being to oblige them co fpend moft 
of dieir time in Reilgms and Philofopbkal Ele^ 
cifes, and the reft in preparing Neceflaries for 
humane Suftenance. They had no Need to buy 
any thing of Foreign CountrUi , or co biuld Shipi 
for that End, who were bound to li?e concent 
wich the Natural Produft of cheir own Fertile Com- 
try : For Luyury has not as yet fet Footing in that 
happy Region, it we may believe this Traveller. He 
l^s , they feed alcogaher on the Fniics of die 
Earth ; *noc admitting any Art or Employmeift 
which cends to fuperfluicy ^ but only fuch as ferve 
the mcertary Ufes of Life, wherein they (hew an 
admirable Dexterity and Skill. 

When they travel from one town to another, 
which is very frequent, they never carry any thing 
to defray their Charges by the Way, or when they 
arrive at their Journeys End : All Entertainment of 
this Nature being free and reciprocal. Such is ihe 
Cuilom of the Country, 

They have no Lawyers among them , but if any 
Contention arife, 'tis prcfenly determin'd by the A^ 
bitrarion of the next Neighbour, to whofc Sentence 
all fubmit : Every Man being willing to Icfc fome- 
thing of his Right, rather than difturb the Publick 
Amity and Peace» 

As to tlie manner of their Wbr//;/^, they are ftrift 
Cbfcrvcrs of Purity in wa(hing, anointing, and (hav* 
iiig t!\eir Bodies. 

They have Temples alfo where they affemble 

every Seventh Day , and having offer'd up the 

Fir/l-fruits of the Earth, they tit down in the 

Courts, and Banquet xogtOact nryCtv Vl-^ ''^^^ 
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the Priefts eotenaio them with exccltent Mufick,' 
aad Songs, in Pnifc of God and his Works. To 
this End the Courts of their Temples are maile 
very large, that they may contain fo many di* 
(iinfk Families ; and ftately Pavilions are fet up , 
adorn'd »ich the Boughs ot Green Trees, with all 
manner of Fbwers carelefly intermixed. But amidft' 
all their Feafling they ape not permitted to tafl of 
Flefh. They eat only the Fruits of die Earth with 
Milk, Honey and OyL And their common Drink is 
Water and Wine. , 

At the Age of Sixreen Years, every Map is bound 
to take the following Oath : 

*' I fwear that I will adore but One God^ who 
• brought our Fathers out of Egypt ^ and has con- 
^^ duded us by a Myderious Pjth^to this Land of 
•* Promife. I will Religioufly ferve him all my 
*' Life , for that he has vouchfafed to plant me in 
" the Family of his Eleft, and not either of the 
*' tw3 Tribes who were left behind in the Land 
*' of Delkfionf. \ will do juftly to all Men, neither 
** will I voluntarily hurt or kiH any Living Crea^ 
" ture , unlefs it be in my own Defence. I will 
** not taft of the Flefh of any Animal, but in all 
** things obferve the Abftincnce commanded by 
*' AUab t6 Mofes on the Mount. I will ReligiouQy 
*' obey my Prince, to my laft Breath, and rather 
** be torn in Pieces by wild Bcalls than betray 
** him, or confent to betray him to another : For 
" he is the Vke-Roy of God. I v\ill never conceal 
*' my Knowledge of any Confpiracy againft him, 
** or my Country , neither will I difcovcr his Se» 
" crcts to any, if it ftiould ever be my Honour to 
*• know thcln. I will obferve the traditions of 
*' my Fathers , and teacli the fame and no odier to 
*' my Pofterity. In fine, I will in all things obey 
*' the Laws, of this Sacred Kingdom, this Region 
'' of Peace, this Garden of Blifs. All this I fo-

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^ by Nothing the Profoand Womb of Darknefs, 
*' and by Silence the Compsuion of that Depth 
^^ which no Created Being can fachom, whichxs the 
*' fame as if I fhould wim my felf annihilated, if I 
'* violate this Oath in the lean Point, 

Thefe are all the Terms of the Oath, that I can 
diflinAly remember, which I here in&rc to ihew 
tiiee wlnt Opinion theie P^vple have of the Law 
which was given to M^ts on the Mount , and how 
chey rejeft the Two tribes that were left in Palt- 
fl'tne ^ and eHeemM of that Country' but as the 
Land of DeluHons ; accounting their own Country 
the Regnn of Fromife^ and themfelves the EUU of 
Qod 

One would think, that thefe were the Poflerity of 
the Ten Tribes chat were carried away Captives by 
Salmanafar Ring of Affyria* And this was alfo the 
Opinion of that Wanderer , who told me, that boch 
their Pentateuch was different from ycurs , and the 
Language wherein it is written. For he laid, it 
was rarher a Dialed of Arabkk , in which Language 
thou knoweft God wrote the Ten Commandments en 
the Two Tables ; Among which one is, Thokfljult 
rot Kill. This Prohibition they fay, extends to all 
iK'wg Creatures , tho' your Dottors interpret it as 
only reaching to Men, and fo do the ChriAians.

Region, and purse it of all hurtful Qualities,

To whom fliQiuId I complain in my Advcrrityy 
but CO my Friend ? I have been more cm- 
barafs'd within cheie two Moons^ than through all 
tht former Courfe of my Life.

In a word, dear Dgnet^ let not thou and 1 
fcr cur felvcs to be carried away by a wn Pi 
Tendcrnefs for any Man , tho' he be the Sc 
a Mother'iB Sifter 5 fincc there is no Trufl in I 
and Blood : But let us learn the Maxims of Fi 
Wifehm^ Which teach Men to lay the Found 
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ef dicir own Happinefs, in fmiliog ac the Misfortunes 
of others.

The Hoiltmd&rs being the ftrongeft, did many Inju- 
ries to their Neighbours the En^ifh^ and dOknioeo^d 
over them as tSeir Lwds. The EttgU/h refenring 
this very heinoufly, and grown weary of their Op- 
preffions, fent Complaints to their King, He to r^ 
Srcfs his Skbje^s ordered his Refident at the Jiaguey 
to demand Satisfadlion of the States. They refused 
CO do him that Juflice *, upon which he was refolv'd 
to have Recourie to his Arms, and accordingly pro- 
claimed War againfl Holland ^ making all neceflanf 
Preparations to carry it on.

TH E BleifTings of God and his Prophet chear thy 
Heart, as thou hafl exhilarated mine by thy

to one more Delightful and Happy, even to a Swecc 
Country Retirement^ either in Arabta^ or any other 
Part of^theC7rW5/^ii/or's Dominions, which is the 
very Mark of all my Wifties. 

I have a Natural Averiion for Great andPopulous 
Cities. They leem to be fb many Magnificent 5^- 
pulchres of the Livingf where Men are Jnut up, Im- 
prifon'd, and buried from all Commerce with the 
Elements 5 or they are like Hofpitals and Pefl-Noufes^, 
where People crowd, infeft, and flink one another 
to Death wirh a Thouiand Pollutions. They hive 
together like Bees^ and build their Apartments in 
Darknefs. Like Nefts of Pifiniresy they trudge up 
and down all the Summer of their Toutb^ to heap 
up Treafures, that they may fpend the Winter of 
their Old Age in loathiome Eafe , and benumm'd^ 
Stupidity -, not daring' to venture out of the Purlieu, 
of their nafly, fmoaky Habitations, and yet they're 
rcadjf to be Aifled with their own Breath; 

*Tis with Plcafure I contemplate the Face of the 
Jjifant Earth , before it was deform'd by the unne- 
ceflary Arts of the Ca/penteTy Smith , and Mafon i 
When Men had no other Houfes, favc what they 
made themfclves, every one for his Family, of the. 
Branches and Boughs of Trees^ interwoven with 
06ers , Reeds, and Ivy i and covered thick with 
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Leaves and Grafs to fheltcr them from Wind, Hail, 
Kain, and other Injuries of Weather. Or perhaps 
fomc had found out a Den or Cave in the Eardi, 
or the Hollow of a Rock , for a Sanftuary in fuch 
Cafes, where they repos'd in perfect Tranquillity, 
without Fear of Snares or Violence, without Appre- 
hcnfion of Robbers, or any Tragical Surprize. They 
went out and in, flept and wakd, laboured and reft- 
ed in Safety and Quiet. Avarice, Envy, and Iniu- 
Aice had not as yet corrupted the Miods of Mor- 
tals. The Earth brought forth Corn. Herbage, 
and Fruits, without the Husbandman's or Gardners 
LabDur : All Places abounded with Plenty of Inno- 
cent Rcfrefhments, and,thofe Primitive Inhabitants 
coveted no more.

Some a- 
dor*d the Fire^ others the Water or Wind. Every 
one fet up to himfclf fucfa a God as he fanfied would 
be propitious to him. Thus Error being equally 
propagated with Humane Nature, they created an 
Infinite Rabble of Imaginary Deities^ paying to 
thofe Idols y the Supreme and Incommunicable Ho- 
nours, due only to the Eternal Effence, Father and 
Source of all things. 

Befides, they liv'd in intolerable Pride and Luxu- 
ry, in conftant Wars and Strife, in Darknefs, Igno- 
rance and Confufion. F fpeakof foch as dwelt in 
Cities, and were incopporated together by one com^^ 
mon Intereft. For ftili there remain'd fome who 
obeyed the Original Lopps of Saturei and theTr^^r- 
tkns of Frmitive Humanity. 

Thefe dwelt in Tents , or other Moveable Habi^- 9 
tations , as our Countrymen riie Arabs do at this 
Day, with the Tartars their Brethren. They 
fcorn'd to faften themfelves to the Earth, by 
poffefling any part of it in propriety : Kver>' Field 
and Wood, Hill and Valley, River 'and Well, were 
with them in common. They draggled wUther thr^y 
pleafed. 

This is the Life fo emulated by me, or inftead of 
that at leaft, a Retirement from Cities, that I may 
breath out my laft Hours in a free Air, remote from 
the ftifling Company and Contagion of Mprtals. I 
long to range at Liberty through unfrequented PacK% 
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of Defart Ground, p*er wild, uopolifh'd Hi 
from thence infennbly to fail into fomc Vent 
SolitudCj where the dry, mofly Barks of Tree 
filent Giarafters proclaim the Antiquicy oi 
Place 'j and gentle Whifpers of the Wind ini 
the Methods of Platonic^ Love^ infpire ft 
PafTfom, which we never felt before, and tea 
to converfe with Satyrs^ Nymphs, and other 1 
kfs Tenants of the Shades, How great is the 
fure to be thus furpriz*d with feme harmoi 
warbling Stream, or (ilent, foft, deep, Chryft; 
▼erP To fpeak Incognito with Dryads , Namadi 
and the Sponing Echo's'^ to lie diiiblv'd in I 
yet Innocent Enjoyments on the Banks, to calk 
/Mature, with Immortal Skbft prices ^ and with 
nity it felf ? Oh God/ I& not this raviftiing ? 

'Tis difficult to fay, whether it would be pic 
or painful to return from thefe ineffable Parac 
the Sokl^ to our Domeftick Felicities, tho' cvei 
Rural Life, which I acknowledge to be the Ha; 
on Earth. Yet there to trace the Herds and F] 
to walk amidft the High-grown Com, and Gra] 
pluck the bearded Ears of Barley , to let our 
rowl o'er the various Figures of the Wind-b 
Wheat and Millet, our Nofcs to fuck the fra 
Airs of Marjoram, Thyme, Oranges and Lir 
with innumerable Spices ; our Ears to hear chi 
imirable Melody of Birds, and every Senfe i 
tranfported, fnaich'd away, and loft in Sacred E 
cies y muft needs be rank'd among thehigheft 1 
of earthly Plcafures. 

But to defccnd from thcfe Enjoyments , tc 
Meaneft and moft Cbmmon Divcrfions of a Cou 
Life ^ methinks there's fomething peculiarly ch 
ing in the very Ellenge Situation of the Houfes j 
ther it be on the Brow of a Hill, or the Bottoj 
a Valley ; in the midft of a Wood, or the ope 
of a Heatli ^ on the Side of a Road, or in ibtrn 
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Tcurc Corner of the Country. Tis agreeable, when 
waking in the Morning, to hear theBfearingoiShe^ 
Lowing of Oxen, Screaming, Quacking and Crqivr- 
ing ot Geefe, Ducks, Cocks, and other Home-brei 
Animals ^ to hear the lowder Winds, threatning to 
tear up Trees by the Roots, demolilh Houfes, and 
remove the Globe it felf, if poflible, from ofF its 
Bafis. This would be better Mufick to me for a 
Change, than a Confort of Dklcimers^ neorbo\ 
Tmhrels and Vtols* Human Nature delights in Va- 
riety, and there is a certain Audacious Curioiity ia 
the Souly which loves to venture on Extremes. The 
Rain, the Dirt, the Stink of Hogs, Camels, Drome- 
daries, and other necei&ry Rural Beads, would pleafe 
me better than the confnnt tedious Eafe, and Ful* 
fom Sweets of Court or City. I fweat whilft thus (hut 
up within thefe Walls: It cloys me to be daily walk- 
ing in a Circle, to trample always o'er the fame 
Ground, in a van Labyrinth of Houfes, where my 
^enfes meet no new refirefliing ObjeCb, W my Ears 
are hourly naufeated, vex'd and dr'd with the Rat- 
tling Din of Coaches, Carts, Artificers, and the harfli 
Voices of fuch as fell Flelh, Fifh, and other things 
about the Streets. T4y Eyes can find no grateral 
Profpeds, but dafli'd with furly rugged Lobks of 
]}roud and w^thy InfukU ; or widi me fly Ssxyndk 
Smiles of wdl'fliap*d People, who contemn mc 6x 
my Baildy.•Leg^ and Crooked Back. 

Inaword, my dear JBtf^Si^l long to fed the gentle 
Breezes of the £4/^, purifymg my Soul^ and cleaft- 
iing it from*lb many Pollutions. I lan^ifh €or the 
Sight of Turbants and Crefcents^ for the devout Gall 
of the Muextns on the lofty Minarets : I die in Con* 
templation of the Sacred Fafts and Ftafis^ the No* 
Aumal Joys of Rame^MHj the Revels and chesufiil Il- 
luminations of Beiramy and the Imperial Dmialmits. 
When I think of thefe things my SoutbarAs forth 
in fervent lavocations, and cverv Faoxlcv av^^ ^Sk^ 
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May chat Vhnne and Imimrtal One hear my Pray- 
ers, and granc me the Happinefs to fee the Face of 
Noble KerJ^er Haffan^ in an Hm^%n pure and free 
from the Defilement of Infidels.

LETTER XVIII.

My chiDg that bears the ^oxta Qi>^Oia>^v. ^^«a.>^\« 
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-he's flepc upon*r, the vain youos Convert would re- 
f ciim again co the World , and be a Soldier , Cour« . 
cier^' ProfeiTor of the Lav^ or any thing that maboi. 
a Figure in the £yes of M€n. So unwelcome are the 
rigid Paths of Virtue to a Soul not well eftablifli'd in 
its Frhc'iples. 

And yet our Coufin Solyman^ as I am told, is the 
Afuffulman of the MuffulmAns^ as to his Exterior. 
With Hand de^udy laid to Breafl , and humbleft 
Couch o*th' Head, he gives the Salem to his Friends 
and Neighbours : Soft, as the Signs of Mutes in the 
Seraglio: Humble as the Grecf^n Chapman, walking 
through the Sn-eets, is ferc'd to imitate, when he is 
hcftor'd by the Rampant Jamxjuries. 

But, Oh my Coufin Jjoufy 'tis Grief to fay, that 
Solymatiy Parrakerof our B/oo</^ isBafe, Ungrateful, 
and Perfidious : That he fhou'd be thus Unna- 
tural, dudying the utmofl Period of our Life ^ in- 
Read of Honen , Juft, and nc^lc Prefents, to pro- 
long it. 

I had Reafon, long ago, to compare him to Pontius 
Pilate^ and if I had gone on, and fcum*d off all the 
mofl Enormous Crimes of Humane Race, 'twould be 
too little to expreli his Enmity a^inft Mahtrmt^ die 
kindeft Uode, and the trued Friend, that e'er poor 
Solyman couM boaft of. 

But he is Degenerate, and that's too little, with- 
out the mournful Sighs of thee and me, to increaf<^ 
the A^iavadon of his Crime. 

Iti Fme, he*s our Rinfman, and let us fhew 'Mercy. 
He has been perfidious to me, and I wou'd retrench 
the Words I have fpoken in his Difgrace. If he 
comes to Aftracany do as thou pleafeA : But have an 
Eye over thine own AflRiirs. Take not Solyman for 
an Angei. He is dill but a Turbant-msikcr ; a Fro- 
lickfom Blade ^ and a Merchant that makes a very 
Imall Figure.
